Under this new method the alfalfa 
is seeded without a nurse crop early 
in the spring on stubble land which 
has not been cultivated, as cultivation 
loosens the seed bed too much and 
makes it difficult to place the seed 
uear enough to the suriace of the soil, 
Under the old method the allaifa was 
usually seeded With a nurse crop ot 
grain in well cultivated land, but this 
has in most cases led to the  neces- 
sity of reseeding the following year 
with about five or six pounds of seed 
to the acre in order to make the stand 
sulticiently thick, lwo factors are 
responsible for the poor stand obtain- 
ed with the old method, First the nor:

such spots will nearly always die, Be- 
tore the weeds are sufficiently ad- 
vanced in growth to set seed they 
should be clipped with a mower and 
in most cases there will be sufficient 
alfalfa and volunteer grain in these 
clippings to make them of value as 
feed if properly cured and stacked, 
in a late season such as this, if the 
| field in which thealfalfa is to be seed 
jed is very weedy, a light cultivation 
may be given to destroy the weeds be-
